Gun’s Concussion 
Kills Large Buck 


Colorado Springs. Colo, Oct. 28 
—J. C Bailey, auditor of the Gold­ 
en Cycle Mining and Milling com­ 
pany. killed an eight-point buck. 
but the bullet from his rifle never 
touched the deer. 
The animal died instantly from 
a broken spine and there is no out­ 
ward evidence whatever of the bul­ 
let entering the animal's body. The 
deer was killed at a distance of 200 
yards and fell over at the crack 
of the gun. 
Physicians 
who 
examined 
the 
carcass verified 
the theory that 
concussion from the high-powered 
rifle cartridge caused the animal's 
death. It is the first instance in 
hunting history Around here that 
so large an animal has been killed 
in this manner although hunters 
tell of smaller game dying from 
Hie concussion.
